Resolution  extending  tiie  expiration  date  of  the  Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement 
between  the  City  and  the  San  Francisco  Museum  and  Historical  Society  for  the 
development  of  the  Old  Mint. 

WHEREAS,  The  Old  Mint,  located  at  88  Fifth  Street  in  San  Francisco,  is  considered 
one  of  the  last  major  Greek  Revival  buildings  in  the  country  associated  with  federal 
architecture,  is  San  Francisco's  oldest  stone  structure,  and  was  designated  a  National  Historic 
Landmark  in  1961;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  1 ,  2001 ,  the  Mayor  established  the  Old  Mint  Task  Force  to 
gather  public  input  and  provide  expert  advice  regarding  the  development  of  the  Old  Mint,  and 
opinion;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Old  Mint  Task  Force  advised  City  staff  on  the  form  and  content  of  a 
Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  soliciting  development  plans  for  the  rehabilitation  and  reuse  of 
the  Old  Mint  and,  in  April  of  2002,  the  City  issued  the  RFP;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  a  review  committee  established  by  the  City  evaluated  all  three 
responses  to  the  RFP,  on  January  29,  2003,  the  Task  Force  recommended  that  the  City 
commence  exclusive  negotiations  with  the  San  Francisco  Museum  and  Historical  Society 
("SFMH"),  the  highest  ranked  respondent  to  the  RFP,  for  the  development  of  the  Old  Mint; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  August  of  2003,  the  City  acquired  ownership  of  the  Old  Mint  from  the 
Federal  Government;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  9,  2003,  City  staff  and  SFMH  entered  into  an  exclusive  negotiatinc 
agreement  ("ENA"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  030794, 
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that,  among  other  things,  precludes  the  City  from  negotiating  with  any  entity  other  than  SFMH 
for  the  development  of  the  Old  Mint  for  a  period  often  months  (the  "Initial  Term"),  which  term 
may  be  extended  for  up  to  two,  three-month  periods  (the  "Additional  Extensions")  without 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Initial  Temn  of  the  ENA  expired  on  May  9,  2004,  and  the  Director  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  consented  to  and  approved  the 
Additional  Extensions,  resulting  in  an  ENA  expiration  date  of  November  9,  2004;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  an  additional  extension  of  the  ENA 
term  to  May  9,  2005,  pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  752-04  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  December  14,  2004,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  December  14;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  SFMH  would  like  to  extend  the  term  of  the  ENA  to  Decembei 
31,  2005  to  permit  the  completion  of  all  required  environmental  review  and  development 
documents  and  the  satisfaction  of  other  milestones  set  forth  in  the  ENA  for  the  development 
of  the  Old  Mint;  and

Resolution  supporting  AC  A  17  which  w/ould  allow  for  seventeen  year  olds  who  would 
turn  eighteen  prior  to  a  general  election  to  vote  in  the  primary  election  for  that  general 
election. 

WHEREAS,  Election  2000  set  the  record  low  for  youth  voter  turnout  in  presidential 
elections.  Only  32.3%  of  18-  24  year  olds  voted  in  the  2000  elections,  down  from  32.4%  in 
1996;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  turnout  of  Americans  between  the  ages  of  18  and  24  has  fallen  from 
50%  to  32%  since  1972  -  a  much  steeper  drop  than  the  decline  among  older  Americans.  In 
fact,  turnout  among  senior  citizens  has  increased  since  1972;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  under-25  age  group  accounted  for  5.1%  of  the  votes  cast  in  1998 
despite  being  14%  of  the  population.  In  contrast,  citizens  over  the  age  of  65,  who  comprise 
16%  of  the  population,  comprised  33%  of  the  votes  cast;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Throughout  recent  years  voter  turnout  has  been  dropping  drastically,  and 
remains  at  it's  lowest  in  the  18  -  24  year  old  age  group  which  might  prompt  fears  that  voter 
turnout  for  sixteen  and  seventeen  year  olds  would  be  equally  apathetic,  yet,  in  places  that 
have  lowered  their  voting  age  the  reverse  is  true,  such  as  in  Hanover,  Germany  the  voting 
age  was  lowered  to  sixteen  for  local  elections,  and  the  result  of  this  action  was  that  56.6%  of 
16-17  year  olds  came  out  to  vote,  compared  to  49%  of  1 8-24  year  olds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Baltimore,  Maryland  due  to  a  one-time  confusion  in  the  date  of  the  general 
election  allowed  sixteen  and  seventeen  year  olds  to  vote  in  the  primary  election,  which 
resulted  in,  without  any  major  push  to  get  youth  to  vote,  35%  of  registered  voters  under  the 
age  of  18  came  to  vote,  as  opposed  to  the  36%  of  all  registered  adults  that  came  to  vote;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  A  study  conducted  in  2001  by  Interep,  an  advertising  company,  found  that 
Teenagers  under  the  age  of  eighteen  spent  over  $9.7  billion  dollars  in  sales  tax  alone,  that  is 
more  taxes  then  were  paid  by  the  states  North  Dakota,  Wyoming,  Vermont,  and  Montana 
combined;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Not  only  are  the  Youth  of  today  subject  to  Taxation  Without 
Representation  but  they  are  subject  to  a  legal  system  that  handles  them  with  an  arbitrarily 
imposed  double  standard;  Teenagers  under  the  age  of  eighteen  do  not  have  the  same  voice 
in  the  legal  system  as  adults  do,  yet  they  can  be  tried  as  an  adult  in  a  court  of  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Civil  Rights  Acts  of  1964  states  that  "any  person  who  has  not  been 
adjudged  an  incompetent  and  who  has  completed  the  sixth  grade  in  a  public  school  in,  or  a 
private  school  accredited  by,  any  State  or  territory,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  the 
Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico  where  instruction  is  carried  on  predominantly  in  the  English

Resolution  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  cast  assessment  ballots  in  the  affirmative  on

District,  North  of  Market/Tenderloin  Community  Benefit  District,  Noe  Valley  Community 
Benefit  District  and  Castro/Upper  Market  Community  Benefit  District. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994, 
California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  36600  etseq.  (the  "Act"),  as  augmented  by 
Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
adopted  four  resolutions  on  June  7,  2005  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  establish  four 
property-based  business  improvement  districts,  to  order  the  levy  and  collection  of  a  multi-year 
assessment  in  each  such  district,  and  setting  a  time  and  place  for  public  hearings  thereon,  as

^ort  Commission  and  MTA  Board  of  Trustees,  respectively,  have  decision-making  authority 
egarding  the  casting  of  ballots  pursuant  to  Article  XIIID  of  California  Constitution  to  approve 
)r  disapprove  the  proposed  assessments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  will  hold  public  hearings  on  July  26,  2005  for 
■isherman's  Wharf  CBD,  and  on  August  2,  2005  for  North  of  Market/Tenderioin  CBD,  Noe 
/alley  CBD  and  Castro/Upper  Market  CBD,  to  consider  public  testimony  on  the  proposed

WHEREAS,  On  June  3^^,  2005,  twelve  year  old  Nicholas  Faibish  was  tragically  mauled 
to  a  death  by  his  family's  in  tact  (un-neutered)  male  pit  bull;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  selected  an  administration  "working  group"  to 
review  and  evaluate  possible  measures  that  the  city  could  take  to  prevent  such  attacks  from 
occurring  in  the  future;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  working  group  focused  on  gathering  statistics  on  vicious  and 
dangerous  dog  attacks  and  the  most  effective  policies  that  other  municipalities  have  utilized 
to  control  aggressive  canine  behavior  and  protect  citizens;  and

2001;  and 

WHEREAS,  from  1978-1998,  pit  bulls  caused  66  deaths-  number  one  of  all  breeds  for

WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  50  -  60%  of  all  vicious  and  dangerous  dog  hearings  are 
for  pit  bulls  and  pit  bull  mixes;  and

create  legislation  that  would  deal  with  the  specific  characteristics  of  the  dog  population  in  their

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  adopted  the  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance  (file  number 
030422,  passed  July  2003),  which  states  that  when  an  activity  raises  threats  of  harm  to 
human  health  or  the  environment,  precautionary  measures  should  be  taken,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  has  recently  established  an  ordinance  sponsored  by  Supervisor

[Urging  State  Legislators  to  Permit  Persons  16  Years  of  Age  or  Older  to  Vote  in  City  or 
County  Elections.] 

Resolution  urging  the  California  Legislature  to  pass  a  bill  that  will  allow  local  choice 
legislation,  for  which  any  city  or  county  could  permit  persons  16  years  or  older  to  vote 
in  city  or  county  elections. 

WHEREAS,  An  estimated  9.7  billion  dollars  is  paid  by  teenagers  in  sales  taxes  alone 
every  year,  as  well  as  millions  of  dollars  in  income  taxes.  Youth  pay  billions  in  taxes  to  state, 
local,  and  federal  governments,  yet  they  have  no  say  over  how  much  is  taken.  This  is  taxation 
without  representation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Elected  officials  represent  various  constituencies;  currently,  young  people 
are  no  one's  constituency.  If  youth  had  a  vote  and  the  opportunity  to  represent  themselves 
and  take  part  in  the  democratic  process,  legislators  would  be  more  willing  to  engage  with 
youth  voters  and  represent  their  wants  and  needs;  and 

WHEREAS,  Voters  cast  their  ballots  based  on  their  individual  circumstances,  and 
when  those  circumstances  change,  often  their  voting  habits  do  as  well.  The  concerns  of  a  16- 
year-old  are  different  from  those  of  a  26-year-old,  just  as  the  concerns  of  a  poor  person  differ 
from  those  of  a  rich  person.  The  beliefs  and  priorities  of  16-year-olds  as  a  class  are  unique; 
we  cannot  expect  former  16-year-olds  to  have  as  accurate  a  perspective  as  those  who  are 
currently  that  age;  and 

WHEREAS,  If  youth  were  to  be  given  the  vote,  not  only  would  their  personal  voter 
turnout  increase  for  the  remainder  of  the  young  voters'  lives,  the  turnout  of  their  parents 
would  increase  as  well.  A  program  called  Kids  Voting  USA  started  in  the  mid-  to  late-1990s 
allowed  young  children  to  go  and  vote  at  polling  stations  where  their  parents  voted.  A  1996 
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survey  by  Bruce  Merrill,  an  Arizona  State  University  journalism  professor,  found  a  strong 
increase  in  voting  turnout.  Merrill  compared  turnout  of  registered  voters  in  five  cities  with  Kids 
Voting  with  turnout  in  five  cities  without  the  program.  Merrill  found  that  between  five  and  ten 
percent  of  respondents  reported  Kids  Voting  was  a  factor  in  their  decision  to  vote.  This 
indicated  that  600,000  adults  nationwide  were  encouraged  to  vote  by  the  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  argument  that  youth  should  not  vote  because  they  lack  the  ability  to 
make  informed  and  intelligent  decisions  is  valid  only  if  that  standard  is  applied  to  all  citizens. 
Yet  this  standard  is  not  applied  to  all  citizens,  only  young  people.  We  do  not  deprive  a  senile 
person  of  this  right,  nor  do  we  deprive  any  of  the  millions  of  alcoholics,  neurotics,  psychotics 
and  assorted  fanatics  who  live  outside  of  hospitals  of  it.  We  seldom  ever  prevent  those  who 
are  hospitalized  for  mental  illness  from  voting;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1971 ,  the  26th  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  passed  by 
Congress.  The  reason  that  Congress  passed  this  amendment  was  because  18-  and  20-year- 
olds  were  being  sent  to  war,  though  they  didn't  even  have  the  right  to  vote.  This  is  still  true: 
leaders  who  youth  can't  vote  for  today  may  send  them  to  war  tomorrow;  and 

WHEREAS,  Youth  are  subject  to  adult  penalties  in  the  criminal  justice  system,  despite 
lacking  the  basic  right  to  vote.  In  Colorado,  defendants  under  the  maximum  age  for  juvenile 
court  jurisdiction  may  nonetheless  be  charged  by  direct  filing  in  criminal  court  if  they  are  over 
14  years  of  age  and  are  charged  with  one  of  a  legislative  list  of  violent  crimes.  This  is  a 
double  standard  --  youth  are  judged  as  adults  responsible  for  their  own  actions  in  court,  but 
are  alienated  from  their  own  politics  when  they  want  to  vote;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  the  voting  age  at  16  there  is  the  opportunity  for  new  voters  to  be 
more  educated.  If  the  voting  age  is  lowered,  schools  may  schedule  a  high  school  class  that 
will  introduce  the  issues  and  prepare  new  voters.  It  stands  to  reason  that  these  young  voters 
will  be  as  well  prepared  to  vote  as  their  elders;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Many  believe  that  voting  is  more  likely  to  become  a  habit  if  it  is  allov\/ecl  to 
begin  earlier.  In  Baltimore,  Maryland,  because  of  the  scheduling  of  a  local  primary  election 
and  a  requirement  that  everyone  eligible  to  vote  in  a  genera!  election  be  allowed  to  vote  in  its 
primary,  16-  and  17-year-olds  in  that  city  did  get  to  vote  on  September  9,  2O03.  There  was 
press  coverage,  but  no  "get  out  the  vote"  drive  directed  at  the  young  voters.  Of  residents  who 
were  over  18,  36%  voted.  The  voting  percentage  of  those  16  or  17  was  35%,  nearly  identical; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Teenagers  have  achieved  amazingly  high  levels  of  volunteering  and 
community  service.  However  currently,  many  feel  turned  off  by  politics.  Small  gestures  like 
mock  voting  have  had  a  large,  positive  affect  on  the  teens'  interest  in  politics  in  the  past.  Of 
students  participating  in  Kids  Voting  USA, ".  .  .  More  than  71%  of  students  reported  frequently 
or  occasionally  questioning  parents  about  elections  at  home.  The  same  students  also  viewed 
voting  with  great  importance.  About  94%  felt  it  was  very  important  or  somewhat  important  to 
vote."  Including  youth  in  a  real,  substantive  way  in  politics  will  lead  to  even  more  interest  as 
they  take  their  public-spirited  nature  into  the  political  realm;  and 

WHEREAS,  When  SCA  19  was  introduced  by  former  State  Senator  John 
Vasconcellos,  it  was  passed  by  two  committees;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  many  prominent  individuals  who  have  already  gone  on  record 
as  supporting  voting  rights  for  people  younger  than  18.  A  few  of  them  are:  California  former 
State  Senator  John  Vasconcellos,  California  State  Senator  Edward  Vincent,  California  State 
Assemblywomen  Carol  Liu  and  Sarah  Reyes,  Physicist  Robert  Fuller  (Ph.D.  Princeton,  1959), 
Alaskan  State  Assemblyman  Allan  Tesche,  Arizona  State  Representative  Carmine 
Gardamone,  Hawaii  State  Representative  Takai  Arakaki,  Maine  State  Representative  Glenn 
Cummings,  Baltimore  City  Council  President  Sheila  Dixon,  Michigan  State  Representative 
Douglas  Hart,  Minnesota  State  Representative  Steve  Kelley  (Majority  Whip  of  the  State 
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House),  Texas  State  Representative  Ron  Wilson,  and  Great  Britain  Prime  Minister  Tony  Blair; 
now,  therefore  be  it

Resolution  establishing  a  property-based  business  improvement  district  to  be  known 
as  the  "2500  Block  of  Mission  Street  Business  Improvement  District  (BID),"  ordering 
the  levy  and  collection  of  assessments  against  property  located  in  that  district  for  five 
years,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2005-2006,  and  making  environmental  findings. 


WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994,

Pursuant  to  the  Act,  a  property-based 
business  improvement  district  designated  as  the  "2500  Block  of  Mission  Street  Business 
Improvement  District"  is  hereby  established. 

Section  3.    DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT.  The  2500  Block  of  Mission  Street 
Business  Improvement  District  shall  include  all  parcels  of  real  property  within  the  district,  the 
exterior  boundaries  of  which  are  as  set  forth  in  the  map  entitled  "Boundaries  and  participating 
properties  in  the  2500  Block  fo  Mision  Street  BID,"  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  050876,  and  incorporated  herein 
by  reference.  The  District  contains  20  parcels,  seven  of  which  are  located  on  the  west  side  of 
Mission  Street  between  21^'  Street  and  22"^^  Street  and  thirteen  of  which  are  on  the  east  side 
of  Mission  Street  between  21^^  Street  and  22"^  Street. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  map  and  the  list  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan  approved  by  the 
Resolution  of  intention  in  order  to  determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  District. 

Section  4.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 
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Section  5.    SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  An  assessment  will  be  levied 
annually  to  pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  W\th  fiscal  year 
2005-2006,  and  continuing  for  five  years,  ending  with  fiscal  year  2009-2010.  For  purposes  of 
levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District,  a  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each 
July  1st  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 

(b)  The  total  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for 
fiscal  year  2005-2006  shall  be  $75,000.  The  amount  of  assessments  to  be  levied  and 
collected  in  subsequent  fiscal  years  through  fiscal  year  2009-2010  may  be  increased  annually 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  change  in  the 
Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose 
Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  3  percent,  whichever  is  lower. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with 
fiscal  year  2005-2006.  Each  year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments.  The  first  installment  shall  be  due  on  November  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the 
life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on  December  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  The 
second  installment  shall  be  due  on  February  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District, 
and  shall  become  delinquent  on  AphI  1 0  of  that  fiscal  year.  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment 
shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent  payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the  ad  valorem  property  tax. 

Section  6.    USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  property-related  services,  improvements  or 
activities  for  the  District  include,  three  hours  per  day  Monday  through  Saturday,  a 
beautification,  cleaning  and  maintenance  component,  consisting  of  litter  and  general  cleaning, 
graffiti  abatement,  removal  of  posters  and  other  foreign  attachments,  sidewalk  weed  removal 
and  street  tree  maintenance,  power  washing  of  sidewalks  (every  three  months);  a  public 
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safety  component,  consisting  of  uniformed  community  ambassadors  witli  cell  phones  to 
support  police  and  property  owners  in  crime  prevention  and  provide  street  population  witli 
social  services  information;  and  a  community  relations  component,  consisting  of  uniformed 
community  ambassadors  to  assist  visitors  with  area  information  and  serve  as  liaisons  to  city 
agencies;  and  similar  sen/ices,  activities  and  improvements  which  benefit  businesses  and  real 
property  located  in  the  District. 

The  above  improvements,  services  and  activities  will  be  funded  by  the  levy  of  the 
assessments.  The  revenue  from  the  levy  of  the  assessments  within  the  District  shall  not  be 
used  to  provide  improvements,  services  or  activities  outside  the  District  or  for  any  purpose 
other  than  the  purposes  specified  in  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  385-05. 

Section  7.    AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a  separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
in  Section  6.  Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  ("City")  in  trust  for  the  immprovements,  sen/ices  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  6. 
Any  entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall,  at  no  expense  to 
the  City,  provide  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all 
such  funds.

Section  4.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 

Section  5.    SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  An  assessment  will  be  levied 
annually  to  pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year 
2005-2006,  and  continuing  for  fifteen  years,  ending  with  fiscal  year  2020-2021 ,  if  a  new 
business-based  business  improvement  district  (BID)  is  established  on  or  before  December  31, 
2006  that  (i)  includes  business  license  holders  on  Port  of  San  Francisco  property  in  the 
Fisherman's  Wharf  area  (between  Pier  35  and  the  Aquatic  Park),  (ii)  receives  not  less  than 
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$50,000  in  annual  assessments  on  businesses  located  therein,  (iii)  is  formed  to  fund,  at  a 
minimum.  District  Identity  and  Streetscape  Improvement  services  as  outlined  in  the  Resolution 
of  Intention  and  the  Management  District  Plan  for  the  proposed  Fisherman's  Wharf 
Community  Benefit  District  on  file  with  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  050878, 
and  if  the  foregoing  condition  is  not  met,  the  District  will  expire  on  June  30,  2007  and  the 
assessments  for  fiscal  year  2007-2008  shall  be  cancelled  upon  expiration  of  the  District.  For 
purposes  of  levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District,  a  fiscal  year  shall 
commence  on  each  July  1st  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 

(b)  The  total  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for 
fiscal  year  2005-2006  shall  be  $591 ,485.  The  amount  of  assessments  to  be  levied  and 
collected  in  subsequent  fiscal  years  through  the  first  half  of  fiscal  year  2020-2021  may  be 
increased  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland- 
San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  5  percent,  whichever  is  lower. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with 
fiscal  year  2005-2006.  Each  year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments.  The  first  installment  shall  be  due  on  November  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the 
life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on  December  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  The 
second  installment  shall  be  due  on  February  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District, 
and  shall  become  delinquent  on  April  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment 
shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent  payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the  ad  valorem  property  tax. 
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Section  6.    USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  property-related  services,  improvements  or 
activities  for  the  District  include  a  Public  Rights  of  Way  and  Sidewalk  Operations  component, 
consisting  of  regular  sidewalk  and  gutter  sweeping,  periodic  sidewalk  steam  cleaning,  spot 
steam  cleaning  as  necessary,  safe  passage  programs  for  visitors  and  employees,  minor 
security  services,  beautification,  decorations;  enhanced  trash  emptying  in  the  public  rights  of 
way,  removal  of  bulky  items,  graffiti  removal  within  24  hours,  installation  and  maintenance  of 
banners  and/or  decorations,  tree  and  plant  maintenance  and  planting;  equipment,  supplies, 
tools,  vehicle  maintenance  and  insurance,  maintenance  personnel  and  supervisor  costs;  a 
District  Identity  and  Streetscape  Improvements  component,  consisting  of  special  events,  web 
site,  pedestrian  kiosks  and  wayfinding  signage  system,  enhanced  beautification,  flower  pots 
on  street  lights,  marketing  and  promotions,  advertising,  walking  map,  public  space 
development,  historical  markers  and  public  art;  an  Administrative  and  Corporate  Operations 
component,  consisting  of  staff  and  administrative  costs,  insurance,  office  related  expenses, 
financial  reporting,  developing  parking  strategies  with  the  City,  communications,  and 
repayment  of  district  formation  costs;  and  a  Contingency  and  Reserve  component  for 
delinquencies,  a  reserve  and  repayment  of  district  formation  costs. 

The  above  improvements,  services  and  activities  will  be  funded  by  the  levy  of  the 
assessments.  The  revenue  from  the  levy  of  the  assessments  within  the  District  shall  not  be 
used  to  provide  improvements,  services  or  activities  outside  the  District  or  for  any  purpose 
other  than  the  purposes  specified  in  Board  of  Supenyisors  Resolution  No.  386-05. 

Section  7,    AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supen/isors  may  contract 
with  a  separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
in  Section  6.  Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  ("City")  in  trust  for  the  immprovements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  6. 
Any  entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall,  at  no  expense  to 
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the  City,  provide  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all 
such  funds.  The  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part  of  the  general 
administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  reserve  full  rights  of 
accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development 
shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the  District. 

Section  8.    AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  Act  and  Article  15. 

Section  9.    RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highv\/ays  Code  fotlov\/ing  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  10.  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highv^ays  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.

Resolution  endorsing  the  bill  of  rights  established  by  the  San  Francisco  Children  of 
Incarcerated  Parents  Partnership  and  urging  relevant  city  agencies  to  work  together  its 
implementation  to  reduce  recidivism  for  parents  and  improve  outcomes  for  children. 


WHEREAS,  As  many  as  one  in  ten  children  in  California  have  a  parent  in  jail,  in  prison, 
on  parole,  or  probation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Studies  indicate  that  maintaining  family  bonds  during  incarceration 
reduces  recidivism  for  parents  and  improves  outcomes  for  children;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Children  of  Incarcerated  Parents  Partnership 
(SFCIPP)  has  developed  a  bill  of  rights  for  children  of  incarcerated  parents  and  is  working 
with  multiple  city  agencies  to  implement  it;  and

Resolution  urging  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  to  require  PG&E 
to  take  all  measures  necessary  to  ensure  that  PG&E  substations  are  safe  and  reliable, 
urging  the  CPUC  to  Impose  a  substantial  fine  on  PG&E  for  allowing  unsafe  and 
unreliable  conditions  to  develop  and  persist  at  the  Mission  Substation,  and  calling  on 
PG&E  to  compensate  all  persons,  businesses  and  governmental  entities  that  suffered 
economic  harm  as  a  result  of  any  PG&E  electrical  outages. 

WHEREAS,  On  December  20,  2003,  a  fire  occurred  at  PG&E's  Mission  Substation  that 
resulted  in  the  complete  shutdown  of  the  substation  and  left  more  than  100,000  customers  in 
San  Francisco  without  power,  including  downtown  retail  stores  filled  with  shoppers  on  a  peak 
holiday  weekend;  and 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  did  not  call  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  (SFFD)  until  two 
hours  after  the  first  signs  of  trouble  at  the  Mission  Substation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SFFD  firefighters  arrived  at  the  substation  within  minutes  of  being  called, 
but  encountered  substantial  smoke  inside  the  substation  and  had  difficulty  locating  the  source 
of  the  fire;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  customers  were  left  without  power  for  as  long  as  19  hours  as  a 
result  of  the  fire  and  subsequent  outage;  and  , 

WHEREAS,  a  similar  fire  had  occurred  at  the  same  Mission  Substation  in  1996;  and, 
WHEREAS,  an  investigative  report  by  the  Consumer  Protection  and  Safety  Division 
(CPSD)  of  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  found  that  PG&E  had  failed  to 
heed  key  internal  findings  and  recommendations  arising  out  of  the  1996  fire;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  one  of  PG&E's  internal  findings  from  the  1996  fire  was  that  Substation 
fires  can  generate  significant  smoke,  that  the  smoke  can  be  potentially  toxic,  and  that  PG&E 
lacked  adequate  smoke  detection  equipment  in  the  Mission  Substation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  another  of  PG&E's  internal  findings  from  the  1996  fire  was  that  PG&E 
procedures  did  not  require  the  immediate  dispatch  of  personnel  to  investigate  alarms  from 
indoor  substations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  did  not  implement  its  own  internal  recommendations  to  install 
smoke  detection  equipment  or  to  improve  its  response  time  to  alarms  from  unstaffed 
substations  such  as  Mission  Substation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  CPSD  report  concluded  that,  if  PG&E  had  implemented  its  internal 
recommendations  arising  out  of  the  1996  fire,  the  fire  that  occurred  on  December  20,  2003 
would  not  have  caused  an  outage  to  over  100,000  customers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  on  March  26,  2005,  yet  another  fire,  along  with  an  explosion,  occurred  at 
the  Mission  Substation,  causing  an  outage  to  approximately  22,000  customers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  records  show  that  there  have  been  a  total  of  six  fires  at  San 
Francisco  indoor  substations  since  1996;  and, 

WHEREAS,  at  the  behest  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  CPUC  has 
opened  a  proceeding  to  consider  whether  PG&E  has  violated  state  laws  requiring  PG&E  to 
maintain  its  facilities  to  assure  safety  and  reliability,  whether  PG&E  continues  to  fail  to  assure 
safety  and  reliability  at  Mission  Substation  and  other  indoor  substations,  and  whether  PG&E

Resolution  urging  the  support  of  Senate  Bill  600,  the  Healthy  Callfornians 
Biomonltoring  Program. 

WHEREAS,  over  100,000  synthetic  chemicais  are  registered  for  use  today  in  the 
United  States,  with  an  additional  1,000  new  chemicais  added  each  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  while  less  than  10  percent  of  these  chemicals  have  been  tested  for  their 
effects  on  human  health,  we  are  exposed  to  many  of  them  daily  through  cosmetics, 
pesticides,  food  dyes,  cleaning  products,  fuels,  and  plastics;  and, 

WHEREAS,  numerous  toxic  chemicals  have  been  linked  to  serious  chronic  diseases; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  many  of  these  chemicals  persist  in  the  environment,  and  accumulate  and 
remain  in  the  human  body  for  long  periods  of  time;  and, 

WHEREAS,  chronic  disease  has  reached  epidemic  proportions  with  an  estimated  125 
million  Americans,  or  43  percent  of  tine  population,  having  at  least  one  chronic  illness;  and,

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  map  and  the  list  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan  approved  by  the 
Resolution  of  Intention  in  order  to  determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  District. 
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Section  4.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied.

tools,  vehicle  maintenance  and  insurance,  maintenance  personnel  and  supervisor  costs;  a 
District  Identity  and  Streetscape  Improvements  component,  consisting  of  special  events,  web 
site,  pedestrian  kiosks  and  wayfinding  signage  system,  enhanced  beautification,  flower  pots 
on  street  lights,  marketing  and  promotions,  advertising,  walking  map,  public  space 
development,  historical  markers  and  public  art;  an  Administrative  and  Corporate  Operations 
component,  consisting  of  staff  and  administrative  costs,  insurance,  office  related  expenses, 
financial  reporting,  developing  parking  strategies  with  the  City,  communications,  and 
repayment  of  district  formation  costs;  and  a  Contingency  and  Reserve  component  for 
delinquencies,  a  reserve  and  repayment  of  district  formation  costs.

WHEREAS,  Urban  Outfitters,  Inc.  recently  produced  a  line  of  T-shirts  bearing  the 
slogan  "New  Mexico,  Cleaner  Than  Regular  Mexico"  suggesting  the  kind  of  reprehensible 
imagery  of  Mexico  that  the  Latino  community  has  fought  long  and  hard  against;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  merchandise  which  Is  said  to  be  a  "tongue-in-cheek"  joke  by  the 
CEO  Richard  Hayne  is  in  fact  an  attempt  by  a  wealthy  corporation  to  mock  the  persistent  state 
of  poverty  encountered  by  United  States  tourists  to  Mexico;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  message  of  these  T-shirts  blatantly  disregard  the  many  politicai,

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supenyisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1 .1 50-2  of  the  Treasury 
Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  make  any 
expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1.150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
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reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $5,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private 
activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $5,000,000  for  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $25,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 
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Section  10.  if  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

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Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  to  reimburse 
certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness;  authorizing  the  Director  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director")  to  submit  an  application  and  related  documents  to  the 
California  Debt  Limit  Allocations  Committee  ("CDLAC")  to  permit  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage 
revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $5,000,000  for  575  Eddy  Street 
Apartments;  authorizing  and  directing  the  Director  to  direct  the  Controller's  Office  to  hold  in  trust  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $25,000  in  accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures;  authorizing  the  Director  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required  amount;  authorizing  the  Director  to  pay  an 
amount  equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of  California  if  the  City  fails  to  issue  the  qualified  mortgage 
revenue  bonds;  approving,  for  purposes  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $5,000,000;  authorizing  and  directing  the  execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to  implement 
this  Resolution;  and  ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in  connection  with  the  Project 
(as  defined  herein)  and  the  Application  (as  defined  herein).
